When she was determined to enter, 
he said, he locked the front door.

File Petition Asking Sale Of 


Liquor For Medicinal 


Purposes. 


The first petltio nto be filed for 
the proposed initiated amendment to 
the constiutlon to permit the trans- 
fiortalon, possession and sale 
by 
regisered pharmacists of intoxicat- 
ing liquor, for medicinal purposes, 
rpached tho office of the secretary 
of state Tuesday morning. It had 
ten circulated in Butler county by 
James Blatney and contained nine- 
teen names. 
This movement 
was started in 
Omaha by Dr. Despacher several 
weeks ago and is backed by an or- 
ganization which has had petitions 
in circulation all over the state for, 
somp time. It is supposed that these 
are being- sent in to Omaha and that 
all will "'be filed at the same time, 
providing a. sufficient number of 
names is secured. 
About 3.1,000 names will be neces- 
sary in order to have the proposed 
amendment on the ballots at the 
November election, which is what 
ihe petitioners ask. 
The petitions 


must be filed foui months before 
election, which would make the final 
datf about July 1 
It is proposed in this, amendmc-nt 


to adopt a section 10-a to article 
XV of the constitution, which w"buld 
rermit the f-ale, transportation and 
use of intoxicating- liquors for medi- 
cinal purposes, subject only to the 
restrictions placed thereon by tho 
laws and constitution of the United 
States.

his body. Three of his victims, two 
of them policemen and the other a

negro girl,

Having sent the entire neighbor- 


hood in the vicinity of Argyle and 
LaKayette avenues to covei anJ 
with his nine victims ranged about 
him in the street or crumpled into 
area-ways. 
Lee backed, 
at 
hay, 
against a plate glass window. With 
a bullet wound in his shoulder. A 
concerted fire from 
the wounded 
men on the ground and from the 
R-uns of Albert Ludwlg and Harry 
Hatea, the only policemen of the 
seven who had answered riot calls 
still on then feet, droppeft him to 
the sidewalk dead. A special riot 
squad which arrived a few minutes 
later gathered tip the wounded. 
Lee shot the policemen who ap- 
proached him 
ducing^the 
twenty 


minutes before he was wounded. 
He picked three of his victims out 
of a police car which was cruising1 
after him. 
The shooting originated in a quar- 


rel Involving: Lee and Wells, one oC 
the 
wounded negroes. Lee shot 


Wells with 
a revolver and 
then, 
procuring a rifle and another re- 
volver, started to terrorize

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RUSSELL SCOTT'S CASE! 


Russell Scott's case again occupies the front pages 


of the newspaper because a jur> has found the con- 
victed murderer sane and dragged him forth from ^an 
»syluij, to which he had previously been committed, 
to the shadows of the gallows. 
' 


' A few months ago another jury found Scott In- 
sane, and snatched him from his doom just a fett 
hours before the time set for his execution. 


No page in the criminal hmtory of this country 


better illustrates the -weaknesses of law than the con- 
trast represented by the Scott and the Loeb and Leo- 
pold cases. Russell Scott was in youth a man of very 
considerable means, in fact was reputed to have been 
a millionaire. His wealth vanished in the frenzied 
business conditions of the ^fter-var period, and Scott 
found himself penniless. He wat, no better ol n-> 
worse than thousands of other young men. Ceitamb 
there Is nothing in his record to excite admiration or 
enliat sympathy 
After his money was gone, he be- 


gan to drink more heavily and then, it te haul, be- 
came a drug addict. 
With his brother, Kjbeit, it 


was charged, Scott attempted to holdup a drugstore 
and during the attempted robbery, a clerk vas shot 
and killed 
Robert was able to escape, iatci being 


caught in a prison in a western coast state, to which 
he had been sentenced for another crime. Russell was 
.jiptured, tried, and convicted, and sentenced to death. 
He has consistently maintained his innocenco, as- 
serting that it was Robert, his brother,, 11 ho Hied the 
shot. Scott ^as at least a participant In the holdup. 


But taking It at its worse there is a drinU. and dope- 


crazed man, penniless and without fuenils in the city 
of Chicago, driven to taking life by the vile stuff which 
ho had used to nerve him for a. robbery- The sanity 
hearing when Scott's execution was imminent was 
long and exhaustive and resulted in a verdict which 
directed he should oe sent to an asjium tor the cum: 
inally insane 
AVhat a contrast with the procedure 


Jn the instance of the two degenerate boys, who in- 
flamed with the desire to commit a "perfect clinic" 
took a. little boy out and brutally muidered him' L,oeb 
and Leopold escaped a deserved death, it capital 
punishment Is ever justifiable, because that battle- 
scared veteran, of a hundied legal buttles, Clarence 
Darrow, pleaded so eloquently they were not mentall} 
responsible for their act. 
Today Leob and Leopold 


are serving 44-year sentences. Tho decision which 
determined their fate Is unalterable. Unquestionably 
they were degenerates and incapable of recognizing 
the enormity of their offense. But w here is their case 
different from that of Russell Scott? The law does 
not admit a crime committed under the influence of 
dope Is the act of a madman. 


Scott is alive today because prominent club wo- 


men tn Chicago raised a defense fund in Ins behalf 
If it had not been for their intervention he would have 
been hustled to the gallows- and sw ung Into eternity 
long beforc^now. Locb and Leopold had tho advan- 
tage of enormous wealth back of them to hire the 
most capable, the most brilliant legal talent In the 
country. 


The Scott case, contrasted with that of Loeb and 


Leopold, is a sinister reflection on justice 


At this time a national organization Is perfecting 


its plans to make a complete survey of crime and to 
submit recommendations of the several states for ap- 
proval 
Its task is complicated but the explanation 


of growing dlsrepect for law is clear. Legal pro- 
cedure in America, particular in the matter of crimi- 
nal practice, has become so encumbered with tcchni- 
calitles, that justice Is subverted and defeated. It 
is true that the law in its present form gives a rich 
man an advantage which is not available to the poor 
devil without a penny. We hang or electrocute a 
good many of them while the equally lawless and 
vicious sons of the rich save their necks. 
Capital 


punishment will never be effective as it is admin- 
istered in America today. 
Life imprisonment for 


Scott would have served to balance the scales. 


A BOUNTIFUL CROP OF TEXAS MELONS. 


Texas has come into repute as one ot the greatest 


watermelon producing states in the union With the 
sole exception of Georgia, more Texas melons find 
their way northward than from any section south 
of the Maaon and Dixon line. 


The present season is no exception. 
Growing 
conditions have 
been ideal in 
Texas 


throughout the 
spring and 
summer, with much 


heavier ralnfill than usual and plenty of sunshine. 
As a result Texas is marketing the largest crop 
of watermelons she ever raised but it is doubtful if 
she will make more money, thanks to an unusual cli- 
matic freak. 


Along the Atlantic seabroad, wliere most of the 


Texas shipments go, the weather has been extremely 
cold. Unseasonaly temperatures, with killing frosts, 
occurred In portions of the New England states late 
in June. 
To produce a good market for water- 


melons, the temperature must be high. No one cares 
to eat a slice of ice watermelon with the mercury 
hovering around freezing, and top coats a necessity 
if one is t« be comfortable. ' As a result Texas 
melon*, ordinarily quickly snapped up by eager buy- 
ers, have been a drug on the market. The shipments 
which have reached Lincoln have been priced so that 
even for so early in the season, melons cam be pur- 
chased about as cheaply as they retail for much later 
when the trade is more plentifully supplied. 


The situation reveals^the fickle forces which gov- 


ern the market. 


With a record yield of melons in sight. 
Texas 


yrowers were looking forward to an unusually prof- 
itable >'«ar. But the northern states enjoyed a re. 
aptte from the traditional summer htat and the antici- 
pated profit* suddenly vanished. The manufacturer 
ipay fueM wrong on public Mate and deaires and suf- 
fer accordingly. If he la careless and indifferent to 
the factors governorlng his business, he will also 
pay the penalty. But the farmer haa to reckon with 
tnora factora outilde of his control than any other 
claa* of cltUens In the country.

Soon or later a driver comes along who stops his car 
or slows down long enough to enlighten the boob 
hiker on the ethics of correct travel on motor high- 
ways—a pet hobby of many motorists. This is the 
yegg's chance.

across, and the motorist, having vent his spleen, 
yields to the spirit of Service. 
The^yegg humbly 


crawls in the back seat, the while taking silent stock 
of the yokel, from the pressure on his third vest 
button to the possible thickness £>t the ivory on his 
beam 


'Walking lame, • with a decided limp, is another 


favorite play upon the sympathy of ihe passer-by. 
When two yeggs go to together, one may otten carry 
the other in his arms when an automobile comes 
near 
Motorists aie instinctively reluctant to pick 


up two men, but if one is so taint 'that he has to 
be carried, it Is a hardboiled man who will pass with- 
out at least stopping to see what the trouble is." 


Of course, all men walking along the road are not 


outlaws; but the motorist, especially if alone, can 
well temper his generosity with suspicion and be on 
his guard for the tricks of thieves.

They have seen it develop from the earliest 
years of statehood, a barren, uninviting prairie re- 
gion of vast distances and lonely reaches into one 
of the great food-producing centers of the greatest 
nation in the world. Man should have a leeling of 
gratitude that it was his Tivilege and his opportun- 
ity to have taken part and to have been a witness to 
this amazing metamorphosis. No doubts their hearts 
arc lull ot gladness. 
.No two more loyal sons of 


Nebiaska can be found today than the billliant editor 
of the Kearney Hub and the genial, able Mayfield 
Years ago when others could see less clearly they 
weic singing: the praises of a land which had capti- 
vated their jouthful enthusiasm and now they arc 
still staunchly defending- it against the alluring claims 
of bister commonw ealths. 


Looking back over the long stretch of years, the 


newspaper veteians may recall the memories of excit- 
ing days when the state was still young and the strug- 
gle more bitter than it is now. But their eyes are 
still turned to the front.

docs not require an answer. Contrast this with the 
situation in Germany under the former kaiser when 
universal training was compulsory. The chief aim of 
a vast majority of the German youth was to attain 
an appointment as an officer in the German armies. 
Most of the young men who drill at Nebraska enter 
the peaceful walks of life. Few of them are con- 
scious of a militaristic spirit. The vast majority of 
them, after they have finished college, will testify 
to the value of the training In discipline and physical 
well-being. 


To cultivate a spirit of militarism in this country 


will necessitate overturning all of our national ideals 
and traditions. It could not be accomplished in a 
generation or -even two. 


Hard economic conditions are generally more pro- 


vocative of militarism. That is the case of Italy to- 
day, miserable in her poverty and yet inflamed by a 
power-made dictator 
Germany's economic interests 


Inspired her military policy prior to the outbreak of 
the world war. 
She looked forward to the time when 


expansion was necessary to relieve a crowded popu- 
lation. 
Conditions will have to change greatly in 


America before anyone could stir this nation to acts 
of aggression. 
She is living too comfortably to be 


thinking about going to war with anyone.

Other dyes may 
contain lead and other poisonous products, and many cases of poison- 
ing from these have been reported, and in several instances companies 
selling such dyes ha\e been sued. Until there is Federal or State regu- 
lation, however, they will probably be continued toj.be sold, for there is 
an economic aspect as well as a personal one, to be considered,—grey 
hair making a person look older, in some instances, when, a younger- 
looking person may be desired for a certain position. This is too bad, 
for there is no doubt that grey hair Is Immensely becoming and is much 
preferable to the dyed hair. , 
One thing is sure; grey hair is much more stylish than it used to be, 


and it is not looked upon, by those who know, as an indication of age 
The tendency to early gra>ness is apparently inherited. 
There Is no doubt that scalps that are not properly cared for are 
more apt to develop baldness and greying hair. Proper care of the scalp 
means vigorous brushing, three to five minutes during the day,—best 
with two brushes—and the loosening of the daily accumulation of dand- 
ruff scales, washing sufficiently often to keep the scalp and hair clean,

A Legal Exptrisncs. 


LINCOLN, 
Neb., June 29. — To 


the Editor of The Lincoln 
Star: 


Some twenty >ears ago I bought a 
piece of land in western Kansas 
The county attorney was the^agent 
•who sold It and passed on Ift title. 
The land had been taken as a tree 
claim by a man who died before 
making his final pnnf. 
The gov- 


ernment, as they tell me as usual 
in such cases, deeded the land to 
the heirs, who in their petition to 
probate, included this land as part 
of their father's estate. It was pro- 
bated as such in a Nebraska court 
where the heirs live. 
The admin- 


istrator gave title to the land as 
part of the estate. A lawyer who 
did some notary work on my title 
at the"time of purchase noticed the 
flaw in it and persuaded three out 
of six heirs to sign quit claim deeds 
to him representing to them that he 
wished to correct a flaw In the title.

Rejuvenation by gland transplan- 
tation 
was characterized 
by Dr. 


Maximilian Kern, Chicago, in ad- 
dressing the -annual convention of 
the American Institute of Home- 
opathy Monday as a "blot on the ex- 
ploiting forces of medical science." 
He asserted there is no such thing 
as rejuvenation except by restora- 
tion ,of bodily functions by proper 
precautions, the avoidance of infec- 
tions and over-indulgences, "and 
the return 
thereby to 
physical 
normalcy." 
The speaker also denounced so- 


called patent reducing remedies and 
warned women who use 
them 
against permitting vanity to inter- 
fere with health. 
"If Dame Fashion should decree 
that plumpness and curves were 
the smart silhouette," said Dr. Kern, 
"instead of the lean and hungry 
vogue of today, the health of Amer- 
ican women would be improved 
many fold. ' 
"Most cases of so-called obesity 
are either perfectly normal condi- 
tions or they arc due to daily in- 
activity and too much food." 
Dr.-Kern also warned against the 


promiscious use of iodine as a cure 
for goitre. 
"In reality," he said, 
"no drug is of more injury to per- 
sons with goitre than iodine."

City Council Waits For Ex- 


pression From Property 


Owners. 


In response to the labor unions' 


demand that a minimum wage of 
'50 cents an hour be "paid for com- 
mon labor on all city paving and 
resurfacing projects, City Engineer 
has prepared figures showing just 
what the Increased cost of 
such 


work would be to the property own- 
ers who in the end pay for the pav- 
ing. He made a report of his find- 
ings to the council at its meeting 
Monday afterno'on. 


The estimates of the city engineer 


have been made on a basis of 40%" 
cents an hour for common labor. 
This is the 
average wage 
paid, 


though the wage scale has varied 
from 40 to 65 cents for the different 
kinds of work. Truck drivers and 
boys have been; paid 35 cents- 
an 


hour. These figures are not those 
of the contractors but those 
on 


which City Engineer Erickson has 
based his estimates of the cost of 
the projects. Labor at the mixing 
plant has averaged 43.2 an hour. 


Erickson figures that if an In- 
crease of 10 cents an hour is add- 
ed, bringing the average minimum 
wage paid up to 50 cents an hour, 
with the exception of water boys, 
the cost of asphaltic concrete pave- 
ment will be increased 8.2 cents a 
yard. 


The cost of paving a twenty-five 


foot street in front of a 50. foot lot 
would be increased 
approximately 


$10 over the present estimated cost. 
Other work and types 
of 
paving 


.would be 
increased in the 
same 
proportion. 


The council feels favorably 
in- 


clined to order the engineer to base 
his estimates in the 
future on a 


minimum common labor wage of 50 
cents an hour, but as the cost- of 
the pavement is ultimately paid by 
the property owners, it feels that 
they should' have some voice 
in

In response to the la bor un ion s’ 
dem a nd that a m inim um w a ge of 
60 cen ts a n hour be pa id for c om ­ 
mon labor on all city pa ving a nd 
resurfa cing projects, City E ngineer 
ha s prepa red figures sh ow in g just 
what the Increa sed cost 
of 
such 
work would he to the property ow n ­ 
ers w ho in the end pa y for the p a v ­ 
ing. He ma de a report of his fin d ­ 
ings to the council at Its m eeting 
Monda y a fternoon. 
The estim a tes of the city engineer 
ha ve been ma de on a ba sis of 40Va 
cents an hour for com m on labor. 
This is the 
a vera ge 
w a ge 
paid, 
though the w a ge sca le ha s va ried 
from 40 to 65 cents for the different 
kinds of work. Truck drivers a nd 
hoy s ha ve been paid 35 cen ts 
a n 
hour. These figures are not those 
of the contra ctors but 
those 
on 
which City E ngineer Erickson lia s 
ba sed his estim a tes of the cost of 
(lie projects. La bor a t the m ixing 
plant ha s a vera ged 43.2 an hour. 
Erickson figures that 
if a n in ­ 
crea se of 10 cents a n hour Is a d d ­ 
ed. bringing the a vera ge m inim um 
w a ge paid up to 50 cen ts a n hour, 
with the exception of w a ter boy s, 
the cost of a spha ltic concrete pa ve- 
; mcnt will he Increa sed 8 ,2 cent s a 
1 y ard. 
The cost of pa ving a tw en ty -fiv e 
j foot street in front of a 50 foot lot 
would be increa sed 
a pproxim a tely 
$10 over the present estim a ted c ost. 
! Other work a nd ty pes 
of 
pa ving 
would be 
increa sed in the 
sa m e 
proportion. 
The council feels fa vora bly 
in ­ 
clined to order the engineer to ba se 
his estim a tes in the 
future on a 
m inim um com m on la bor w a ge of 50 
cents an hour, but a s the cost of 
the pa vement is ultim a tely paid b> 
tiie property owners, it feels that 
they should ha ve som e voice

whether the cha nge should be ma de.
